ALBANY, N. Y., May 15.—The street rail- 
Way strike was productive of no serious dis- 
order during the night. The company made 
no further effort to operate cars or repair 
ite lines and will probably remain inactive 
until the military force called by the state 
is in a position to afford the fullest protec- 
tion. A strong effort was made during the 
night to bring the contending interests into 
conference, but it failed and at this time 
the breach is as wide as ever. 

The results of the riots yesterday were: 
One man fatally hurt and 20 others injured, 
trolley wires cut, several cars wrecked and 
track torn up a score of times. 

The establishment of the militia patrol 
began shortiy before midnight, when three 
companies of the Tenth battalion were 
qguletiy and quickly dispatched from the 
Washington avenue armory. One company 
Was ordered to the traction power house, 
@nother to the upper town barn and the 
third to the northern barn. 

When D company, which was ordered to 
the uptown barn, swung into Quail street, 
@ jeering crowd fell in on its flanks and 
rear and followed it down to the barn. As 
it halted in front of the barn a shower of 
rocks and other missiles fell among the 
men. It was thought for a time that there 
would be a clash, but the police drove the 
crowd back and the soldiers made no men- 
aci move. The police withdrew as soon 
as e National Guard picket line was 
established around the Traction Co.'s plant 
aud as the nignt wore on the crowd melted 
away.

AN IMPROVED CITY. 


In undertaking the work of street improvements the end In 
wiew should be an improved city, not the adornment or im- 
provement of neighborhoods or sections. 

Commissioner Varrelmann proposes to contract immediate- 
ly for the reconstruction of 20 or 25 miles of street. But in 
outlining his scheme he seems to put too much accent upon 
the location of the World's Fair. 

It is, of course, true that the Fair grounds must be made 
easily aceessible and the streets and boulevaris leading 
thereto should be substantially constructed, so that the jour- 
mey from the hotels and other centers may be, not only 
easy, but pleasant. 

But it is possible in the zeal for this necessary work to 
| Underrate the importance of general improvement. All parts 
| of the city require attention and care, and this fact is not 
$n the least abated by the other fact that speciul attention 

and care must be given the ways leading to the Fair. 

Mr. Varrelmann suggests the improvement of King’s high- 
way and Broadway, their entire length, giving us an oval 
shaped boulevard around the city. This is an excellent sug- 
gestion and may be taken as the basis of a comprehensive 
aystem to be built up as rapidly as means permit. With this 
as a beginning, intersecting streets may be made parts of a 
grand driveway, making accessible all parts of the city. 

This should bs the rule—the whole city, not favored lecali- 
ties. New St. Louis must be a unity in which all may shure 


alike. :
